By the Associated P ress W riter 
Draft board officials across 
the nation say they have detected 
no signs of an organized ef­ 
fort to avoid the draft.

anti-Viet Nam dem onstrations

youths escape m ilitary 
service. 
"Everything is norm al as far 
as we are concerned. We have 
had 
no reports 
from local 
boards of anything unusual," 
said a spokesman at Selective 
Service headquarters in Maine. 
The response from Maine was 
typical of that 
from 
other 
states. 
The draft boards were asked 
if they had many deferm ents or 
rejections for unusual reasons. 
Such 
an unusual 
reason re­ 
curring at many boards could 
indicate an organized move­ 
ment. 
Without exception the boards 
answered "N o." 
Col. 
A rthur 
A. Holmes, 
director of the Michigan Selec­ 
tive Service, said; " I realize 
from reading the papers that 
there 
have 
been indications 
there would be group meetings 
of certain students to have them 
file conscientious objector re­ 
quests, but I am unable to find 
any cases of this except from 
those who would norm ally file, 
such as Q uakers." 
Utah draft boards are going to 
take a hard look at any student 
deferm ents given to youths who 
participate in anti-V iet Nam 
dem onstrations.

War Protests 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Anti. 
draft dem onstrations 
which 
touched off thundering denun­ 
ciations in the Senate appear 
unlikely to lead to any new leg* 
islation at this tim e to deal with 
the dem onstrators. 
Senator after senator arose 
men who have destroyed draft 
card s and have joined in in­ 
structing 
their youthful 
col­ 
leagues on how to avoid m ili­ 
tary service by taking drugs or 
feigning illness as a protest 
against U.S, policies in Viet 
Nam. 
The consensus of the Senate 
speakers was that these individ­ 
uals not only w ere disgracing 
the country but w ere giving Ha­ 
noi and Peking a false im pres­ 
sion that there is significant op­ 
position to President Johnson's 
course. 
The President took this view­ 
point and it was echoed at the 
State Department. 
Sen. Richard B. R ussell, D- 
G a., chairman of the Armed 
Services Com m ittee, said the 
country was paying " a terrib le 
p ric e " for the freedom to dem­ 
onstrate. He added that "we 
must find some m anner to deal 
with it." 
He offered no new proposal 
beyond recent legislation mak­ 
ing it a crim e to destroy draft 
ca rd s.

Get Up Early To Look 
At Ikeya-Seki Comet 


PASADENA, Calif. (AP) — 
You'll have to get up early and 
get out where you can see the 
sun rise over the horizon if you 
want a good look at the Ikeya- 
Seki comet. 
But be careful. The com et, 
expected to loop around the sun 
while this side of the world is 
dark Wednesday n ig h t,is racing 
n earer to the sun every hour 
and now is so close you could 
et an eyeful of blinding sun­ 
lit trying to spot it. 
Two Japanese astronom ers 
firs t detected it Sept. 18, when 
the comet was far out in the 
so lar system and just beginning 
to light up from the su n 's ray s. 
Since 
then, 
several astro n ­ 
om ers have seen it as it rose 
above the horizon an hour or so ( 
before sunrise. 
Now it is so near the sun that 
it rise s only a few m inutes be­ 
fore the sun pops up and dims 
its light. It is racing tow ard the 
sun at what will be nearly a 
million 
miles 
per hour by 
Wednesday night. 
The comet and its 10-million- 
m ile tall will be visible just be­ 
fore sunrise Wednesday and, if 
it doesn't explode in the solar 
encounter, again before sunrise 
Thursday, say astro n o m ers at 
the California Institute of Tech­ 
nology. 
Streaking in from the edges of 
the solar system , it will make a 
hairpin loop around the sun dur­ 


ing a five-hour period beginning 
at IO p.m. W ednesday. Then, if 
it survives, it will head back 
toward the outer reaches of the 
solar system . 


A stronom ers at Caltech be­ 
lieve it will com e within 800,000 
m iles of the sun during that 
swing-around, passing through 
the hot solar atm osphere. They 
say the sun's corona may be 
disturbed for a few m inutes, but 
there will be no effect on earth. 
Therq is a chance the com et's 
tail, rising halfway acro ss the 
sky, can be seen Wednesday 
evening after the sun and the 
com et's head have slipped be­ 
low the horizon. 


A faint smudge of light when 
first 
seen, 
Ikeya-Seki 
gets 
brighter as it draw s nearer the 
sun. At the tim e of closest ap­ 
proach it is expected to appear 
about a fifth size of the moon 
and be alm ost as bright. 
Among the interested viewers 
of the com et's departure will be 
astronauts W alter M. Schlrra 
and Thomas P . Stafford — if 
their Gemini 6 space ship gets 
under way as planned, and the 
comet survives. 
They a re to try to photograph 
the comet next Monday from 
orbit, the National Aeronautics 
and Space A dm inistration said. 
They should be ahle to see Ik- 
eya^eki every orbit, every 90 
minutes, on th eir two-day flight.

Speaker Thomas D. Graham , 
D-Cole County, and others of­ 
fered their version for a 20- 
m em ber com m ission, two from 
each 
congressional 
d istric t, 
with IO to be chosen by the 
House Democratic caucus and 
IO by the Republican caucus. 
Seven other proposed consti­ 
tutional amendments also were 
offered. They included plans to: 
L et the state Supreme Court 
handle redistricting. 
Give the job to the secretary 
of state. 
Cut 
House m em bership to 
136 with four running at large 
from each senatorial d istric t. 
Set up a bipartisan com m is­ 
sion of six, two to be chosen by 
the House speaker, two by the 
president pro tem of the Senate 
and two by the governor. 
Establish a system of weight­

The four were assured their 
com plaints would be investigat­ 
ed and no harm would come to 
them .

whether to file charges. 
During the siege, the four de­ 
manded to see a reporter to 
make their complaints public.

Our disappointment at the Minnesota Twins’ 
failure to win the World Series was of such 
proportion that we couldn’t first bring ourselves 
either to write or to talk about it. 
Now we realize that with the passage of time 
we’ll be able to shoulder the burdens of our 
sorrow. 
Minnesota should have won as a new citadel 
of major league baseball, to boost its 1,000 
lakes (actually there are more than that), the 
nation’s flour capital and as a middle western 
center of culture and the outdoor life. 
A victory for the Twins would have promoted 
good international relations because of the joy 
it would have spread in Scandinavia. It might 
have promoted also the sales of beer, bake­ 
offs and the rarefied, pure air enjoyed in Minne­ 
sota vacations. 
Besides the Twins got the jump by winning 
the first two games. 
But in the end the superior pitching of the 
Los Angeles Dodgers and their invincibility 
while playing in their own smoggy park were 
the difference. 
Who would want to disparage the herculean 
efforts of Sandy Koufax? 
Once upon a time the American League was 
considered superior to the National League. 
Not any longer. Branch Rickey of St. Louis 
Cardinal fame is credited with this reversal. 
He pioneered the farm system in his long 
association with the Cards but more importantly 
he tossed out the color line. As general man­ 
ager of the old Brooklyn Dodgers he installed 
Jackie Robinson in the infield. 
Robinson was soon joined by catcher Roy 
Campanella and pitcher Don Newcombe. Before 
long the circuit boasted such stars as Willie 
Mays, Ernie Banks, Hank Aaron, Jim Gilliam, 
Willie McCovey, Maurie Wills and numerous 
Latin Americans. 
The American League now is scouting earnestly 
for Negro players but it may be slow in catching 
up. The Negroes appear to prefer the National 
League. 
In the nation’s capital our own enthusiasm 
for the Twins is not shared. 
A sportswriter there — Morrie Siegel—puts 
it best in the Washington Evening Star: 
“Cheering for the Twins is like rooting for 
the guy who robbed your house.” 
This is a natural deduction. The Twins were 
tl}e ^Washington Senators uptil four years ago. 
SThe American League owners p ro m ts# when 
the transplanted team moved west that “there 
always will be a major league team in the 
nation’s capital.” There is, too, a second edition 
team. It finished eighth. 
It was bad enough to lose a team that was 
beginning to play good ball. Killebrew, Battey, 
Allison, Versalles, Pascual, Kaat and Mincher 
are a few of the Twins who played in Washington. 
Even the manager, Sam Mele, wore a Washington 
uniform. 
But to compound the felony, the established 
franchise owners allowed Los Angeles and the 
new Washington owners to buy players from 
prearranged lists at a fixed rate of $75,000 
an athlete. Thus the old members got" rid of 
six players each, neither the noblest nor the best, 
and the nation’s capital wound up with a crew 
of factory rejects. 
So the World Series loss by the Twins may 
have strengthened the republic.

Some of the well intentioned plans for the future 
of the post office department’s brain child— 
the zip code—haven’t materialized. 
We wondered how long it would take before 
a letter properly addressed with the correct 
zip code was mishandled in the mail. It happened 
yesterday. The letter carried a stamped notation 
from a post office in a community whose name 
bears no resemblance to Sikeston. Its zip code 
may be sim ilar. We wouldn’t know. 
There have been many official assurances that 
zip coded mail breezed to its destination more 
speedily and that it cuts costs and permits 
post employes to work more efficiently and 
enjoy more of the new leisure. It is easier to 
write a series of numbers on an envelope than 
“ Pleas Malcolm Please Expedite.” It seems to 
do the job better, too. 
Experience has demonstrated that sometimes 
it may help but other times it doesn’t. 
Nothing approaching Utopia is yet in sight for 
the postal service. It often appears that con­ 
ditions are getting worse instead of better. 
There is a gradual increase in compliance. 
The post office department is now beginning 
to apply pressure. 
It reminds people that in January of 1967 
second and third class bulk mail will be required 
to carry the zip code. After a certain passage 


of time, now highly uncertain, all mail must be 
given the zipper. 
There’s one major stickler. 
It’s one thing to remember one’s own zip 
number and another to obtain it for an address 
in another part of the country. 
Call the post office and a clerk will look it 
up for you. Trouble is we don’t remember the 
post office phone number and if s a lot of trouble 
to look it up or ask the telephone operator 
for help. She wants to be efficient and enjoy 
the new leisure, too. 
For $7 you can buy a zip code directory. 
The price is too much for a volume that is 
weak on pictures and for a story that has no 
easily recognizable plot. 
If the post office department wants to hasten 
compliance it should subsidize the cost of these 
directories and either sell them below cost or 
give them away to all those who use the mails 
frequently. 
Until these numbers are more easily obtained 
zip code compliance is going to be slow and 
spotty. 
Of course in Sikeston it is 63801. If you forget 
it drive by the front of the post office where it 
is chiseled in stone. Besides, the fresh air 
will do you good and permit you to enjoy the 
new leisure.

The role of the free newspaper is misrep­ 
resented perennially by politicians who lose 
elections. 
Often the distorted picture is deliberate, be­ 
cause experienced public officials know better. 
They know that the press attempts to be as 
fair as possible in its news columns. 
But a public which does not always understand 
the various functions of its newspaper may be 
misled by hali-truths. 
Traditionally, the free editor reserves the right 
to express his own opinion in editorials. The 
“ stand” of the newspaper is judged by editorial 
expression. Yet, in news sections, and in letters 
to the editor, more space is often given to an 
opposing viewpoint. 
In spite of victories during the Roosevelt and 
Truman elections, 
Democrats attacked the 
press. Supporters of Mr. Coldwater have given 
sim ilar vent to their frustrations. 
Both parties, unwittingly, have commended the 
press. For, as every editor knows, news columns 
have far more to do with the formation of 
opinion than editorial expression. 
Like the advertiser, the politician presents his 
offerings. Newspapers give space worth billions 
of dollars to opposing sides. Before a campaign 
ends the American voter is saturated with in­ 
formation about major candidates. 
For one reason or another choice of candidates 
are based on public demand at a particular time. 
The “ stand” of a newspaper probably has no 
more final effect than the generalized claims 
of an advertiser who faces a competitor which 
promised to meet the needs of the consumer with 
specific benefits.

Tear out the motor. Anyone 
adventurous enough to brave 
New York’s traffic would find a 
way to overcome this handicap. 


Even the taxi m eter could go. 
The only thing it’s good for is to 
remind the passenger to count 
his change. 
But the horn--it*s very 
sound 
waves send traffic surging. 
The horn is at its best beneath 
the nimble fingers of the cabbie. 
Wielding it like a rapier, he 
fences his way through the in* 
surmountable b arrier of vehi­ 
cles. 
Observe how the cabbie uses 
the horn: 
—Somebody tries to cut in 
front—wise him up with a blast. 
—The light is about to change 
to green in a minute or two—get 
set, honk. 
—A pedestrian walks In front

—He’s got the street all to 
himself—blast away, somebody 
somewhere is bound to hear it. 
Horns come in all sizes 
and 
sounds. A no-nonsense horn is 
best, but be certain it’s tuned up 
enough to short circuit a hear­ 
ing aid at 20 paces.

crossing case, “ The railroad 
has ceased to be the prime 
instrument of danger and the 
main cause of accidents.

The 
Interstate 
Commerce 
Commission, after three years 
of studying the subject, now 
confirms the Court's view that 
in railroad grade crossing ac­ 
cidents, the driver of the high­ 


way vehicle is more at fault 
than the train. 
This recent ICC decision pins 
the responsibility for protect­ 
ing such railroad 
crossings 
squarely on the highway au­ 
thorities in declaring that motor 
traffic - not the tra in - “ creates 
the hazard and must be pri­ 
m arily responsible for its re ­ 
moval.” 
The logic of this determination 
should be apparent when we con­ 
sider the proliferation of high­ 
ways that has multiplied the 
number of grade crossings for 
the benefit not of the railroads 
but of their over-the-road com­ 
petitors - as well as the ever­ 
increasing millions of private 
automobiles. 
Collectively, 
the railroads 
spend nearly half a billion dol­ 
lars a year on installation and 
maintenance of crossing pro­

Additionally, they pay

taxes on these “ improvements” 
to their property - improve­ 
ments that (it is now official) 
are for the benefit of motorists!

Neither Robert F. Kennedy, a 
Catholic Attorney General, nor 
his 
two Republican predeces­ 
sors, nor preceding Catholic 
Attorneys General Howard Mc­ 
Grath and Jam es McGranery, 
bothered to place the new de­ 
veloping Klans on the subver­ 
sive list. Much earlier, At­ 
torney General Tom Clark, a 
southern Protestant, had placed 
five Klan organizations on the 
subversive list. All have gone 
out of existence, and the 13 
present existing Klans have es­ 
caped the attention of succeed­ 
ing Attorneys General. 
However, this column can list 
these 13 different Klan organi­ 
zations and report on their 
makeup. 
The United Klans of America 
Inc.-- This is the largest of the 
13 Klans, was chartered Feb­ 
ruary 21, 1961, in Atlanta under 
the name of the U. S. Klans. 
The name was changed July 8, 
1961. Imperial 
headquarters 
are in Tuscaloosa, Ala., in an 
immense suite on the fourth

LBJ Balks At Labor’s Heavy 
Pressure. 
WASHINGTON, D. C.; -- Now 
that the blustering and filibus­ 
tering are over up on the Hill, 
labor is holding an empty bag. 
All it got was a turkey and not 
the kind you take home for 
Thanksgiving. 
Despite its powerful political 
machinery, 
despite the m il­ 
lions of dollars it poured out 
and thousands of men it poured 
into recent election campaigns, 
labor got very little of what it 
really wanted for the holidays. 
It lost more than Fourteen B. 
Behind the scenes what 
It 
really 
wanted for Christmas 
was a new powerful picketing 
law 
insiders 
call “ common 
situs.” No score. It wanted a 
higher 
minimum 
wage. 
No 
score. Lots of errors. 
Forget that they are for medi­ 
care and federal aid to educa­ 
tion and against poverty. Lots 
of folk are. 
But the labor people had 
an 
Oliver Twist streak in them 
this 
Congressional 
session. 
Their four specific demands 
were the real gut of their pro­ 
gram because they would have 
put truly tough sinews in la­ 
bor’s industrial strength. This 
was the money package. 
Repeal of Fourteen B 
would 
have meant millions of mem­ 
bers and millions of dollars. A 
new “ common situs” picketing 
law would have enabled 
the 
building and construction unions 
to picket all contractors on a 
common site -- such 
as the 
moonport -- even if the argu­ 
ment was between a culinary 
union and an on site snack bar 
operator. 
At least a million construction 
jobs will be created by the new 
building program in the next few 
years. A new “ common situs” 
law would give the unions 
a 
stronger 
chance to organize 
them. 
As for a 
hike in the current 
$1.25 minimum wage — 
it 
would have automatically raised 
pay in many parts of the country 
without fuss or bargaining. 
Federal 
unemployment 
in­ 
surance control would have re ­ 
sulted in almost permanent job­ 
less pay on many fronts. 
Why did labor come down the 
Hill with an empty bag? 
Obviously, in all their crowd­ 
ing around the President 
for 
those ball point pens they for­ 
get his ba>!'- catechism -- pol­ 
itics is the art of the possible. 
President Johnson did not be­ 
lieve it was possible to push 
through the tough legislation 
wanted by his friends and al­ 
lies. Further, he thought they 
nudged him too much. True, he 
kept his promise. He got the 
bills to the floors or through 
tonrr’' "''rn rn It tees. 


But he did not muscle the Sen­ 
ate because word from the boon­ 
docks was that most of the peo­ 
ple out there wanted no pres­ 
sure. He had private polls to 
prove it to himself and Larry 
O’Brien and Bill Moyers. 
There were, for example, at 
least a dozen Senators who 
would have swung his way had 
he pressured them as much as 
he was beLng pressured by la­ 
bor’s 
lobbyists. 
There were 
3ome amongst the 12 who were 
abroad. 


The President could have lifted 
the phone to someone such as 
Maryland’s Sen. Brewster and 
he would have flown back to the 
U. S. 
The President did not 
call. Brewster did not fly back 
to vote for the labor bill. 
To the insiders, 
and this is 
right out of one Senator’s mouth, 
there is an even more dramatic 
example. 
The White House could have 
gotten some deal on the in­ 
crease of the minimum wage 
standards. Such a push would 
not have provoked a filibuster. 
The President could have drawn 
blood. But he wanted no blood 
at this point. 


Why? There’s a full - fledged 
war on and there soon will be 
another hundred thousand men, 
probably twice that number, in 
South Viet Nam. This is not the 
tim e, 
White 
House advisers 
thought, to fight a big bloc in 
the Congress on a straight la­ 
bor - management issue, which 
if won would be a straight la­ 
bor victory in a fight which pret - 
ty evenly split the Senate. 
And what of the thousands of 
new veterans soon to return 
and seek jobs in the technical 
crafts? Will they be forced to 
join a union or be kept from a 
trade after fighting in the jun­ 
gles, one of the opposition Sen­ 
ators was set to ask very loud­ 
ly. 
Also there was the greatest 
wave of strikes in a long time. 
Except for 1957 this strike up­ 
heaval was the toughest 
in 
some 15 years. Furthermore, 
the strikes were in areas which 
hit the public — newspapers, 
space 
installations and ra il­ 
roads, for example. 
And the labor leaders made 
the issue quite plain. Winning 
the package was to be the sym­ 
bol of political influence 
in 
the land as well as on the Hill. 
The President, who has sided 
with them for so long, would 
have had to bend over back­ 
wards. This would have been an 
Impossible position. He did not 
take it. 
What does this all mean on the 
political front? There soon will 
be a high policy-making labor 
council 
skull session. 
Then 
we’ll know.

HIGHLIGHTS 


INDUSTRIAL INSPECTORS 
ARE ON THE JOB 
The bulk of the new statutes 
which went into effect Oct. 13 
will have little immediate ef­ 
fect upon the average M issouri 
taxpayer. F or example, House 
Bill No. 64 provides increases 
in the number and pay of em ­ 
ployes in the Division of Indus­ 
tria l Inspection. You don't hear 
much about this division be­ 
cause It's sm all (even with 
three new inspectors, the total 
is only 18) and, in past years 
its job w asn't considered too 
im portant. 
As M issouri becomes 
more 
industrialized, the role of the 
division becom es increasingly 
im portant. “ Our job is to look 
out for hazards potentially dan­ 
gerous to w orkers employed 
in the state,” D irector Don L. 
Cummings said. “ Our 
whole 
purpose is to prevent accidents 
from happening. 
W e're 
con­ 
cerned with the health 
and 
well-being of state em ployes." 
Cummings, a St. Louis busi­ 
nessm an who was appointed to 
the job in M arch, 1962 by Gov. 
John Dalton and reappointed by 
Gov. W arren E. H earnes, says 
the greatest problem facing his 
division 
is that 
of deciding 
where to put their manpower 
to work. 
Last year the division made 
some 
17,692 in sp e c tio n s of 
places employing four or more 
people; the total number of such 
operations needing inspections 
may total 60,000--“ and that's 
just a guess,” the D irector said. 
“ We don’t have enough men and 
can't cover the state the way 
we should, Cummings said. Yet, 
since 
his tenure 
began, in­ 
spection figures speak for the 
efforts of the division. The 1964 
total 
num ber 
of inspections, 
17,692, was carried out by the 
sam e num ber of employes that 
completed 7,584 inspections in 
1960 and 8,484 in 1961. 
In theory, the more inspec­ 
tions made, the less injuries 
and deaths of state workers. 
Since 1963, when the division 
began concentrating its efforts 
in manufacturing 
plants, 
the 
number of deaths dropped from 
22 in 1963 to 7 in 1964; sim ilar 
sta tistics in other areas sup­ 
port Cum m ings's claim s. The 
total number of employe deaths 
in M issouri in 1963 was 111; 
in 1964 the number dropped to 
89. In the first six months of 
1965 some 
50 w orkers have 
died due to on-the-job 
m is­ 
haps. 
Cummings has stepped up the 
pace of his office staff as well 
as the inspectors in the field. 
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New methods, including a new 
coding system , have allowed 
his four office g irls to handle 
a work load estim ated at 50 
tim es that of six or seven years 
ago. In the future, Cummings 
hopes to utilize an IBM system 
to figure out accident severity 
and frequency rates for all man­ 
ufacturing plants and thus have 
a better Idea of the true pic­ 
ture of state working conditions. 
Presently a spot-check on com­ 
pensable accidents is in opera­ 
tion. 
Cummings is confident that his 
division will have a bigger role 
(as well as budget) in the near 
future. “ I fs just plain common 
sense that M issouri will in­ 
cre ase inspections as the state 
becom es more industrialized-- 
in the long run they'll save 
money by doing it," he said. 
Cummings offered an example: 
A 
workman Is 
electrocuted 
while on the job; his survivors, 
including a wife and two small 
children will go on welfare un­ 
til the children are 18 or the 
widow Is unable to support h er­ 
self. The taxpayers must foot 
the bill. 
“ On the other hand, wouldn't 
it be sm arter to spend a few 
dollars and send an Inspector 
to see that the cord was safe?" 
Cummings commented. 
The last legislature realized 
th is, Cummings believes, and 
gave the Division of Industrial 
Inspection a slight increase in 
purse and personnel; he hopes 
th is is a portent of things to 
com e. “ Pm convinced that, with 
enough money and men, we can 
do the job of preventing deaths 
and accidents in industry, Over 
the past few years we've been 
able to put it down in black and 
white and the legislators are 
beginning 
to recognize 
that 
th e re ’s a job to be done that 
can be done."

QUESTION: Bul have not some 
of the clerical champions 
of 
labor 
unions 
contended that 
Pope John, in his Mater 
et 
Maglstra, has equated 
our 
neutral or secular unions with 
unions that are really Catho­ 
lic? 
A few clerics have indeed 
gone that far in their labor 
union partisanship. But 
the 
passage in the encyclical need 
only be read carefully to dis­ 
prove that secularising inter­ 
pretation. Hie document 
had 
just 
paid tribute to thorough, 
ly Christian labor unions found 
in various parts of the world. 
Then the text continues, "And 
we wish also to praise paternal­ 
ly those dear sons of ours who, 
imbued 
with 
Christian 
principles, give their special 
attention to other labor as­ 
sociations and those groups of 
workingmen that follow

In the United States 
it would seem that no unions 
other than secular are possible. 
Secular unions are essentially 
inadequate, but they are better 
than no unions. The question of 
joining them or not will depend 
upon circum stances, upon the 
welfare of the individual—par­ 
ticularly his moral welfare— 
and the common good.

When I was a boy Glasgow 
was twice as big a town as 
Kansas City, and more busi­ 
ness was done there. Centralia 
had never been thought of and 
was not until after many years. 
Sturgeon was a bald prairie and 
no one thought of bu tiding a town 
there. There was a town known 
as Buena Vista near by, where 
drinking and fighting were the 
principal 
occupations of the 
people who congregated there. 
Moberly was not yet born, but 
was a lonesome, flat prairie 
with not a house where Mo­ 
berly now stands. Today it is 
quite a city, with 15,000 
in­ 
habitants. When one thinks of the 
many things that have trans­ 
pired since I was a boy, one 
probably thinks I am very old, 
but I am as young In heart as 
I ever was. But I cannot quite 
go the gaits I did when I was 
a boy. 
When I was a boy there were 
but very few 
men who wore 
overcoats, but many men in the 
towns 
and cities wore large 
capes or cloaks which were 
sleeveless and rather short, 
coming only to the man's hips. 
They were very sporty looking, 
and gave the wearer the ap­ 
pearance of a Spanish dancing 
master. They were a sort of 
mark of distinction, for not 
everybody 
could afford 
the 
broadcloth they contained nor 
could they afford to hire a tailor 
to make them. Laborers did not 
use them for that reason, and 
because they were worn more 
for show than comfort. I do not 
recall that I ever saw a farm er 
wearing one. They had too much 
sense and not enough cash. 
When I was a boy I think I 
never heard of a cemetery In 
the country. We had "grave 
yards" where the dead were 
buried, generally a neighbor­ 
hood grave yard, but you never 
had to buy a lot in any of them. 
Some were on farms, some were 
at churches, and some times a 
man was buried on his own 
prem ises. I remember that one 
of the most prominent men in 
Howard county, a man who rep­ 
resented the county in the legis­ 
lature, was buried In the com er 
of his own yard. I remember 
three burying grounds where a 
number were buried 70 years 
ago that have been plowed over 
and forgotten many years ago. 
I know of another one where all 
of a large well-to-do family 
were burled on the home place 
in the orchard and that time has 


removed all trace of the graves. 
We take latter care of the dead 
now than people did years ago. 
When I was still a boy or a 
grown up youth I witnessed the 
hanging of a man named Chap­ 
man at Fayette, not far from the 
public school building in that 
town. Chapman was hung for the 
murder of a man in Boone coun­ 
ty, and was tried at Fayette on 
circumstantial evidence alone, 
but it was very strong. My uncle, 
Boyd McCrary, was sheriff and 
collector at that time. So I got 
a place close up to the hanging. 
There were thousands of men, 
women, and children present to 
see the execution, and when the 
trap was sprung and the man 
dropped through the trap a num­ 
ber of women fainted. For a year 
afterward, I could see Chapman 
hanging by the neck every time 
I closed my eyes. I never want 
to see another hanging. Years 
after that I was talking to a law­ 
yer in his office in Carrollton, 
when he told me that a man had 
died in prison and had confessed 
that he had killed the man for 
whose murder Chapman 
had 
been hung. 
When I was a troy there were 
but two banks in my county, 
one at Glasgow headed by Wes­ 
ton F. Burch, one at Fayette 
whose cashier was a man named 
Boone. I had never seen a bank 
check until after I was grown 
and married. People 
in 
the 
country never used checks for 
paying anything in those days, 
but when they bought anything 
they paid for it in real money. 
Farm ers kept their money at 
home whether it was much or 
little, having no fear or thought 
of thieves, though my grand­ 
father was robl>ed of $500 in 
gold one night. That was the only 
case of robbery I ever heard of 
when I was a boy. Say, lf farm ­ 
ers were to keep their moneyat 
home like their daddies did they1 
would all be cleaned out before 
you could say Jack Robinson. I 
believe people generally were 
more honest then than now, but 
people are more intelligent now 
than their daddies and grand- 
daddles were. 
When I was a boy I saw things 
that are almost unbelieveable In 
these days of automobiles and 
flying machines, electricity and 
movie shows. While people away 
back in the past had a hard 
way of serving the Lord, they 
enjoyed life and were better 
contented than are our own 
good people of today. Ihave seen 
families of nice, good people, 


men, women and children ail 
riding in an oldfashioned wagon 
going to preaching and the wagon 
was pulled by a scrubby yoke 
of oxen, for you know improved 
cattle had not yet arrived In our 
part of the world, and in that 
wagon sometimes would be one 
or two as l>eautlful girls as 
could be found anywhere, all 
dressed in nice dresses 
and 
wearing home made sun-bon- 
nets. And they were good girls, 
too. I never heard of but one 
girl going astray when I was 
a boy. In the good old days the 
preacher hoped it wouldn't rain, 
so people could get to church. 
Nowadays they welcome a rain, 
thinking a few might come to 
church, who would go joy riding 
except for the rain.

Without exception the boards 
answered “No.”

A. Holmes, 
director of the Michigan Selec­ 
tive Service, said; “ I realize 
from reading the papers that

have 
been indications 
there would be group meetings 
of certain students to have them 
file conscientious objector re­ 
quests, but I am unable to find 
any cases of this except from 
those who would normally file, 
such as Quakers.” 
Utah draft boards are going to 
take a hard look at any student 
deferments given to youths who 
participate in anti-Viet Nam 
demonstrations.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Anti-

the demonstrators. 
Senator after senator arose 
men who have destroyed draft 
cards and have joined in in­ 
structing their youthful col­ 
leagues on how to avoid mili­ 
tary service by taking drugs or 
feigning illness as a protest 
against Ui>. policies in Viet 
Nam. 
The consensus of the Senate 
speakers was that these individ­ 
uals not only were disgracing 
the country but were giving Ha­ 
noi and Peking a false impres­ 
sion that there is significant op­ 
position to President Johnson's 
course. 
The President took this view­ 
point and it was echoed at the 
State Department. 
Sen. Richard B. Russell, D- 
Ga., chairman of the Armed 
Services Committee, said the 
country was paying “a terrible 
price" for the freedom to dem­ 
onstrate. He added that "we 
must find some manner to deal 
with it." 
He offered no new proposal 
beyond recent legislation mak­ 
ing it a crime to destroy draft 
cards. 
Sen. Frank J. Lausche, D- 
Ohio, called for action on his bill 
to make it a federal crime to 
interfere with “the 
perfor­ 
mance of duty by any organiza­ 
tion, unit or member of, 
or 
shipment or transportation of 
any supplies or materiel to or 
for the use of, any of the mili­ 
tary or naval forces of the 
United States." 
There was no immediate an­ 
swer from Atty. Gen. Nicholas 
Katzenbach to a suggestion by 
Sen. Donald Russell, D-S. C., 
that those provided lists 
of 
ways to avoid being drafted be 
prosecuted under existing laws. 
Opponents of the President's 
policies on Viet Nam 
went 
ahead with plans for a Nov. 27 
"march on Washington 
for 
peace in Viet Nam." 
One weekend demonstrator, 
David J. Miller, 22, of Syra. 
cuse, N. Y., was arrested Mon­ 
day by the FBI in Manchester, 
N. H. 
Agents 
said he 
publicly 
burned his draft card Friday in 
New York City. 
Miller was charged with de­ 
stroying his draft card, a felony 
punishable by up to $10,000 in 
fines and five years in jail. He 
entered no plea and was held in 
lieu of $500 bail. 
Congress made the destruc­ 
tion of a draft car a felony ear­ 
lier this year following similar 
reported incidents.

PASADENA, Calif. (AP) — 
You 11 have to get up early and 
get out where you can see the 
sun rise over the horizon if you 
want a good look at the Ikeya- 
Seki comet. 
But be careful. The comet, 
expected to loop around the sun 
while this side of the world is 
dark Wednesday night, is racing 
nearer to the sun every hour 
and now is so close you could 
[et an eyeful of blinding sun- 
;ht trying to spot it. 
Two Japanese astronomers 
first detected it Sept. 18, when 
the comet was far out in the 
solar system and just beginning 
to light up from the sun's rays. 
Since then, 
several astron­ 
omers have seen it as it rose 
above the horizon an hour or so 
before sunrise. 
Now it is so near the sun that 
it rises only a few minutes be­ 
fore the sun pops up and dims 
its light. It is racing toward the 
sun at what will be nearly a 
million 
miles 
per hour by 
Wednesday night. 
The comet and its 10-million- 
mile tail will be visible just be­ 
fore sunrise Wednesday and, if 
it doesn't explode in the solar 
encounter, again before sunrise 
Thursday, say astronomers at 
the California Institute of Tech­ 
nology. 
Streaking in from the edges of 
the solar system, it will make a 
hairpin loop around the sun dur­ 


ing a five-hour period beginning 
at 10 p.m. Wednesday. Then, if 
it survives, it will head back 
toward the outer reaches of the 
solar system. 


Astronomers at Caltech be­ 
lieve it will come within 800,000 
miles of the sun during that 
swing-around, passing through 
the hot solar atmosphere. They 
say the sun's corona may be 
disturbed for a few minutes, but 
there will be no effect on earth. 
There is a chance the comet's 
tail, rising halfway across the 
sky, can be seen Wednesday 
evening after the sun and the 
comet's head have slipped be­ 
low the horizon. 


A faint smudge of light when 
first 
seen, 
Ikeya-Seki 
gets 
brighter as it draws nearer the 
sun. At the time of closest ap­ 
proach it is expected to appear 
about a fifth size of the moon 
and be almost as bright. 
Among the interested viewers 
of the comet's departure will be 
astronauts Walter M. Schirra 
and Thomas P. Stafford — tf 
their Gemini 6 space ship gets 
under way as planned, and the 
comet survives. 
They are to try to photograph 
the comet next Monday from 
orbit, the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration said. 
They should be able to see Ik- 
eya^eki every orbit, every 90 
minutes, on their two-day flight.

Appell, sent by the House 
Committee on Un-American Ac­ 
tivities to gather information on 
the invisible empire, was the 
first witness at the committee's 
public hearings. 
He said he and other investi­ 
gators attempting to collect 
facts about the Klan were ham­ 
pered by the terror of prospec­ 
tive witnesses. 
“ These people fear harass­ 
ment, telephone calls, cross 
burnings 
on their 
property, 
beatings, bombings and, yes, 
even death," he said. 
Before Appell took the stand, 
Chairman Edwin E. Willis, D> 
La., issued a warning against 
any attempt to intimidate or in­ 
jure witnesses. He said he would 
see to it that any such attempts 
were punished. 
Committee members 
have 
said that many persons who 
have been questioned in closed 
preliminary sessions have ex­ 
pressed fear of Klan retribu­ 
tion of one kind or another. 
The first Klan witness was 
scheduled to be Robert Shel­ 
ton, imperial wizard of 
the 
biggest of all the federations 
of Klansmen, the United Klans 
of America. 
The committee plans to give 
a lot of attention to Shelton's 
treasury as well as the fi­ 
nances of other Klans. It wants 
to show where the money goes 
from Klan dues, initiation fees, 
basket passing at rallies and 
the sale of robes. 
In setting the stage for 
the 
hearings, the committee inves­ 
tigators have prepared charts 
and films to map the tentacles 
and labyrinths of the Klan or­ 
ganizations, trace its history 
and explain the mystic nomen­ 
clature. 
Although Congress is grinding 
toward adjournment, the Klan 
hearings look as if they'll goon 
and on, and may still be running 
when Congress opens up again 
next year. 
Committee investigators re­ 
portedly have lined up 
more 
than 200 witnesses and 
are 
prepared for hearings that could 
continue for as many as 
13 
weeks.

Our disappointment at the Minnesota Twins1 
failure to win the World Series was of such 
proportion that we couldn’t first bring ourselves 
either to write or to talk about it. 
Now we realize that with the passage of time 
we’ll be able to shoulder the burdens of our 
sorrow. 
Minnesota should have won as a new citadel 
of major league baseball, to boost its 1,000 
lakes (actually there are more than that), the 
nation’s flour capital and as a middle western 
center of culture and the outdoor life. 
A victory for the Twins would have promoted 
good international relations because of the joy 
it would have spread in Scandinavia. It might 
have promoted also the sales of beer, bake­ 
offs and the rarefied, pure air enjoyed in Minne­ 
sota vacations. 
Besides the Twins got the jump by winning 
the first two games. 
But in the end the superior pitching of the 
Los Angeles Dodgers and their invincibility 
while playing in their own smoggy park were 
the difference. 
Who would want to disparage the herculean 
efforts of Sandy Koufax? 
Once upon a time the American League was 
considered superior to the National League. 
Not any longer. Branch Rickey of St. Louis 
Cardinal fame is credited with this reversal. 
He pioneered the farm system in his long 
association with the Cards but more importantly 
he tossed out the color line. As general man­ 
ager of the old Brooklyn Dodgers he installed 
Jackie Robinson in the infield. 
Robinson was soon joined by catcher Roy 
Campanella and pitcher Don Newcombe. Before 
long the circuit boasted such stars as Willie 
Mays, Ernie Banks, Hank Aaron, Jim Gilliam, 
Willie McCovey, Maurie Wills and numerous 
Latin Americans. 
The American League now is scouting earnestly 
for Negro players but it may be slow in catching 
up.

There is, too, a second edition 
team. It finished eighth. 
It was bad enough to lose a team that was 
beginning to play good ball. Killebrew, Battey, 
Allison, Versalles, Pascual, Kaat and Mincher 
are a few of the Twins who played in Washington. 
Even the manager, Sam Mele, wore a Washington 
uniform. 
But to compound the felony, the established 
franchise owners allowed Los Angeles and the 
new Washington owners to buy players from 
prearranged lists at a fixed rate of $75,000 
an athlete. Thus the old members got1 rid of 
six players each, neither the noblest nor the best, 
and the nation’s capital wound up with a crew 
of factory rejects.

Some of the well intentioned plans for the future 
of the post office department’s brain child— 
the zip code—haven’t materialized. 
We wondered how long it would take before 
a letter properly addressed with the correct 
zip code was mishandled in the mail. It happened 
yesterday. The letter carried a stamped notation 
from a post office in a community whose name 
bears no resemblance to Sikeston. Its zip code 
may be sim ilar. We wouldn’t know. 
There have been many official assurances that 
zip coded mail breezed to its destination more 
speedily and that it cuts costs and permits 
post employes to work more efficiently and 
enjoy more of the new leisure. It is easier to 
write a series of numbers on an envelope than 
“Pleas Malcolm Please Expedite.” It seems to 
do the job better, too. 
Experience has demonstrated that sometimes 
it may help but other times it doesn’t. 
Nothing approaching Utopia is yet in sight for 
the postal service. It often appears that con­ 
ditions are getting worse instead of better. 
There is a gradual increase in compliance. 
The post office department is now beginning 
to apply pressure. 
It reminds people that in January of 1967 
second and third class bulk mail will be required 
to carry the zip code. After a certain passage 


of time, now highly uncertain, all mail must be 
given the zipper. 
There’s one major stickler. 
It’s one thing to remember one’s own zip 
number and another to obtain it for an address 
in another part of the country. 
Call the post office and a clerk will look it 
up for you. Trouble is we don’t rem ember the 
post office phone number and it’s a lot of trouble 
to look it up or ask the telephone operator 
for help. She wants to be efficient and enjoy 
the new leisure, too. 
For $7 you can buy a zip code directory. 
The price is too much for a volume that is 
weak on pictures and for a story that has no 
easily recognizable plot. 
If the post office department wants to hasten 
compliance it should subsidize the cost of these 
directories and either sell them below cost or 
give them away to all those who use the mails 
frequently. 
' Until these numbers are more easily obtained 
zip code compliance is going to be slow and 
spotty. 
Of course in Sikeston it is 63801. If you forget 
it drive by the front of the post office where it 
is chiseled in stone. Besides, the fresh air 
will do you good and permit you to enjoy the 
new leisure.

The role of the free newspaper is m isrep­ 
resented perennially by politicians who lose 
elections. 
Often the distorted picture is deliberate, be­ 
cause experienced public officials know better.

But a public which does not always understand 
the various functions of its newspaper may be 
misled by half-truths. 
Traditionally, the free editor reserves the right 
to express his own opinion in editorials. The 
“ stand” of the newspaper is judged by editorial 
expression. Yet, in news sections, and in letters 
to the editor, more space is often given to an 
opposing viewpoint. 
In spite of victories during the Roosevelt and 
Truman elections, 
Democrats attacked the 
press. Supporters of Mr. Goldwater have given 
sim ilar vent to their frustrations. 
Both parties, unwittingly, have commended the 
press. For, as every editor knows, news columns 
have far more to do with the formation of 
opinion than editorial expression. 
Like the advertiser, the politician presents his 
offerings. Newspapers give space worth billions 
of dollars to opposing sides. Before a campaign 
ends the American voter is saturated with in­ 
formation about major candidates. 
For one reason or another choice of candidates 
are based on public demand at a particular time. 
The “ stand” of a newspaper probably has no 
more final effect than the generalized claims 
of an advertiser who faces a competitor which 
promised to meet the needs of the consumer with 
specific benefits.

‘Way back in 1935, the Su­ 
preme Court declared, in ren­ 
dering an opinion on a railroad 
crossing case, “ The railroad 
has ceased to be the prime 
instrument of danger and the 
main cause of accidents. It is 
the railroad which now requires 
protection from the dangers in­ 
cident 
to motor transporta­ 
tion.” 
The 
Interstate 
Commerce 
Commission, after three years 
of studying the subject, now 
confirms the Court's view that 
in railroad grade crossing ac­ 
cidents, the driver of the high­ 


way vehicle is more at fault 
than the train. 
This recent ICC decision pins 
the responsibility for protect­ 
ing such railroad 
crossings 
squarely on the highway au­ 
thorities in declaring that motor 
traffic - not the tra in -“ creates 
the hazard and must be pri­ 
marily responsible for its re­ 
moval.” 
The logic of this determination 
should be apparent when we con­ 
sider the proliferation of high­ 
ways that has multiplied the 
number of grade crossings for 
the benefit not of the railroads 
but of their over-the-road com­ 
petitors - as weU as the ever- 
increasing millions of private 
automobiles. 
Collectively, 
the railroads 
spend nearly half a billion dol­ 
lars a year on installation and 
maintenance of crossing pro­ 
tection 
devices - everything 
from the old, familiar “ Stop, 
Look, Listen” 
crossbuck to 
modem blinder and bell signals. 
Additionally, they pay 
local 
taxes on these “ improvements” 
to their property - improve­ 
ments that (it is now official) 
are for the benefit of motorists! 
The ICC report recommends 
Congressional appropriation of 
public funds for the protection 
of the users of public high­ 
ways at railroad crossings as 
at highway intersections, and 
that the States strengthen their 
“ woefully weak” enforcement 


of existing traffic laws and 
regulations 
respecting such 
crossings. 
These 
recommendations 
should go far in correcting an 
increasingly 
burdensome in­ 
justice to the railroads - and 
in discouraging drivers 
who 
play Russian roulette with the 
trains. 
The next move is up to Con­ 
gress.

abroad, so obviously that even 
a child could see it. The long 
continuance of foreign aid to the 
governments 
of such sworn - 
enemies of America as Sukar­ 
no of Indonesia and Nasser of 
Egypt is a case in point. 
Recently, 
the General Ac­ 
counting Office in Washington 
uncovered 
another case of 
foreign 
aid clearly working 
against our interests. Despite 
our severe balance of pay­ 
ments problem, $10 million in 
costs and credits in two foreign 
countries was transferred in 
dollars, thus worsening our bal­ 
ance of payments, when it could 
just as well have been paid in 
the local money. 
Some explain such uses 
of 
foreign aid as part of a delib­ 
erate plan to weaken America; 
others see them as the product 
of a sick sense of guilt for 
America's 
unparalleled eco­ 
nomic success. We are fighting 
communism, 
and taxpayers 
should not be asked to be very 
happy about their money being 
paid as aid to communist na­ 
tions.

WASHINGTON — Despite the 
Ku Klux Klan’s current cam­ 
paign of terror and murder, 
the Justice Department, believe 
it or not, has failed to keep cur­ 
rent in listing new Klan organi­ 
zations as subversive. 
Neither Robert F. Kennedy, a 
Catholic Attorney General, nor 
his two Republican predeces­ 
sors, nor preceding Catholic 
Attorneys General Howard Mc­ 
Grath and James McGranery, 
bothered to place the new de­ 
veloping Klans on the subver­ 
sive list. Much earlier, At­ 
torney General Tom Clark, a 
southern Protestant, had placed 
five Klan organizations on the 
subversive list. All have gone 
out of existence, and the 13 
present existing Klans have es­ 
caped the attention of succeed­ 
ing Attorneys General. 
However, this column can list 
these 13 different Klan organi­ 
zations and report on their 
makeup. 
The United Klans of America 
Inc.-- This is the largest of the 
13 Klans, was chartered Feb­ 
ruary 21, 1961, in Atlanta under 
the name of the U. S. Klans. 
The name was changed July 8, 
1961. Imperial 
headquarters 
are in Tuscaloosa, Ala., in an 
Immense suite on the fourth 
floor of the Alston Building. 
The Imperial Wizard, as ear­ 
lier noted, is Robert Shelton, 
the long, sad-faced 
former 
representative 
for Goodrich 
Tire. He was fired after this 
column reported his ability to 
get a large tire contract from 
the state of Alabama during the 
adminlstartlon 
of Gov. John 
Patterson, whom he had sup­ 
ported. 
Shelton is of slight build, blond, 
blue-eyed, speaks in a soft hu­ 
morless voice, almost never 
smiles.

It was members of the United 
Klans who were prosecuted for 
the murder of Negro Colonel 
Lemuel Penn and the murder 
of the Detroit mother, Mrs. 
v'iola Lluzzo. In both cases’ 
the United Klans put up the 
money for the defense of the 
alleged murderers. 
The Grand Dragon for Georgia 
is Calvin Fred Craig', 
who 
helped Shelton form the United 
Klans. He is a big man — 6 
feet, 200 pounds -- once owned 
a laundry, but now is crane 
helper and oiler in Atlanta. 
He has a reputation for preach­ 
ing violence, and on one oc­ 
casion is known to have in­ 
structed an explosives school 
in an isolated area near Macon, 
Ga. Again in August, 1962, he 
demonstrated the use of dy­ 
namite caps at a Klan meeting 
in Dawsonville, Ga. At rallies 
he is loud in threats of violence 
and predictions of bloodshed. 
The Alabama Grand Dragon 
for United Klans is Robert Creel 
of Bessemer, who once ad­ 
monished members of one Kla- 
vern to get out if they didn't 
want to “ beat and kill” Negroes. 
He declared at this Klavem that 
“ the Klan would use hit-and- 
miss tactics 
against federal 
troops.” There are about 70 
Klaverns in Alabama and about 
12,000 supporters, not all, how­ 
ever, dues-paylng Klansmen. 
The publicity director of the 
United 
Klans 
is 
Herbert 
“ Wally” Butterworth, who has 
achieved a certain amount of 
notoriety in the Klan move­ 
ment. He is a former Phila­ 
delphia - New York radio-TV 
announcer who drank too much. 
For several months he roomed 
with James Venable, KKK at­ 
torney, in Venable's home in the 
shadow of Stone Mountain, but 
his drinking got so bad that 
even Venable kicked him out. 
HATE PAYS OFF 
Butterworth, now 63, has an 
excellent speaking voice, and 
does quite a business in re­ 
cording anti-Jewlsh and anti- 
Negro tapes which are circu­ 
lated among hate groups. 
He 
frequently calls upon whites * ‘to 
protect your way of life” by 
violence. 
White Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan of Mississippi — this is 
an organization 2,000 strong, 
based in Laurel, Miss., some of 


whose members were indlctea 
in connection with the murder 
of the three civil rights workers 
near Philadelphia. Its Grand 
Kleagle is Samuel H. Bowers 
and, thanks to the army of 
northern students which invaded 
Mississippi in 1964, its mem­ 
bership has mushroomed. 
The original Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan-- This is the Klan 
which has been causing all the 
trouble in Bogalusa, La. Its 
Imperial Wizard is Royal Vir­ 
gil Young, Sr., a former en­ 
gineer on the Illinlos Central 
Railroad, who makes his head­ 
quarters on Route 1 near Mc- 
Dade, La. He is a short, heavy- 
set, ruddy man, with a grade- 
school education, is now be­ 
coming more a figurehead of 
the Klan, with the real leader­ 
ship passing to Roy E. Davis of 
Jonesboro, La. This Klan group 
has a reported membership of 
1,000. 
United Florida Ku Klux Klan 
--This is headed by Jason E. 
Kersey of Satsuma in Putnam 
County, who continues to be the 
leader despite a stroke 
in 
March, 1964. He is a southern 
Florida farmer who 15 years 
ago sold a dairy in north Miami 
for a reported $80,000. This 
Klan 
group 
is about 
1,000 
strong. 
The Association of South 
Carolina Klans -- This is a less 
notorious group headed by A. E. 
Bolen of West Columbia, S. C. 
Its membership is estimated at 
around 500. 
In South Carolina, however, the 
United 
Klans 
under Grand 
Dragon Robert F. Scoggins of 
Spartanburg has 45 or so Kla­ 
verns and about 1,500 follow­ 
ers.

LBJ Balks At Labor's Heavy 
Pressure. 
WASHINGTON, D. C.: -- Now 
that the blustering and filibus­ 
tering are over up on the Hill, 
labor is holding an empty bag. 
All it got was a turkey and not 
the kind you take home for 
Thanksgiving. 
Despite its powerful political 
machinery, 
despite the mil­ 
lions of dollars it poured out 
and thousands of men it poured 
into recent election campaigns, 
labor got very little of what it 
really wanted for the holidays. 
It lost more than Fourteen B. 
Behind the scenes what 
it 
really 
wanted for Christmas 
was a new powerful picketing 
law 
Insiders 
call “ common 
situs.” No score. It wanted a 
higher 
minimum 
wage. 
No 
score. Lots of errors. 
Forget that they are for medi­ 
care and federal aid to educa­ 
tion and against poverty. Lots 
of folk are. 
But the labor people had an 
Oliver Twist streak in them 
this 
Congressional session. 
Their four specific demands 
were the real gut of their pro­ 
gram because they would have 
put truly tough sinews in la­ 
bor's industrial strength. This 
was the money package. 
Repeal of Fourteen B would 
have meant millions of mem­ 
bers and millions of dollars. A 
new “ common situs” picketing 
law would have enabled 
the 
building and construction unions 
to picket all contractors on a 
common site -- such as the 
moonport — even if the argu­ 
ment was between a culinary 
union and an on site snack bar 
operator. 
At least a million construction 
jobs will be created by the new 
building program in the next few 
years. A new “ common situs” 
law would give the unions a 
stronger chance to organize 
them. 
As for a hike in the current 
$1.25 minimum wage -- 
it 
would have automatically raised 
pay in many parts of the country 
without fuss or bargaining. 
Federal 
unemployment in­ 
surance control would have re­ 
sulted in almost permanent job­ 
less pay on many fronts. 
Why did labor come down the 
Hill with an empty bag? 
Obviously, in all their crowd­ 
ing around the President for 
those ball point pens they for­ 
get his basic catechism — pol­ 
itics is the art of the possible. 
President Johnson did not be­ 
lieve it was possible to push 
through the tough legislation 
wanted by his friends and al­ 
lies. Further, he thought they 
nudged him too much. True, he 
kept his promise. He got the 
bills to the floors or through 
toy0*’ "''mm it tee s. 


But he did not muscle the Sen­ 
ate because word from the boon­ 
docks was that most of the peo­ 
ple out there wanted no pres­ 
sure. He had private polls to 
prove it to himself and Larry 
O’Brien and Bill Moyers. 
There were, for example, at 
least a dozen Senators who 
would have swung his way had 
he pressured them as much as 
he was being pressured by la­ 
bor's lobbyists. 
There were 
3ome amongst the 12 who were 
abroad. 
The President could have lifted 
the phone to someone such as 
Maryland’s Sen. Brewster and 
he would have flown back to the 
U. S. 
The President did not 
call. Brewster did not fly back 
to vote for the labor bill. 
To the insiders, 
and this 1s 
right out of one Senator’s mouth, 
there is an even more dramatic 
example. 
The White House could have 
gotten some deal on the in­ 
crease of the minimum wage 
standards. Such a push would 
not have provoked a filibuster. 
The President could have drawn 
blood. But he wanted no blood 
at this point. 


Why? There's a full - fledged 
war on and there soon will be 
another hundred thousand men, 
probably twice that number, in 
South Viet Nam. This is not the 
time, 
White House advisers 
thought, to fight a big bloc In 
the Congress on a straight la­ 
bor - management issue, which 
if won would be a straight la­ 
bor victory in a fight which pret­ 
ty evenly split the Senate. 
And what of the thousands of 
new veterans soon to return 
and seek jobs in the technical 
crafts? Will they be forced to 
join a union or be kept from a 
trade after fighting in the jun­ 
gles, one of the opposition Sen­ 
ators was set to ask very loud­ 
ly. 
Also there was the greatest 
wave of strikes in a long time. 
Except for 1957 this strike up­ 
heaval was the toughest 
in 
some 15 years. Furthermore, 
the strikes were in areas which 
hit the public — newspapers, 
space 
installations and rail­ 
roads, for example. 
And the labor leaders made 
the issue quite plain. Winning 
the package was to be the sym­ 
bol of political influence 
in 
the land as well as on the HU1. 
The President, who has sided 
with them for so long, would 
have had to bend over back­ 
wards. This would have been an 
impossible position. He did not 
take it. 
What does this all mean on the 
political front? There soon will 
be*a’high policy-making labor 
council 
skull session. 
Then 
we’ll know.

HIGHLIGHTS 


INDUSTRIAL INSPECTORS 
ARE ON THE JOB 
The bulk of the new statutes 
which went into effect Oct. 13 
will have little immediate ef­ 
fect upon the average Missouri 
taxpayer. For example, House 
Bill No. 64 provides increases 
in the number and pay of em ­ 
ployes in the Division of Indus­ 
trial Inspection. You don't hear 
much about this division be­ 
cause it's small (even with 
three new inspectors, the total 
is only 18) and, in past years 
its job wasn't considered too 
Important. 
As Missouri becomes 
more 
Industrialized, the role of the 
division becomes increasingly 
important. “ Our job is to look 
out for hazards potentially dan­ 
gerous to workers employed 
in the state," Director Don L. 
Cummings said. “ Our 
whole 
purpose is to prevent accidents 
from happening. 
W e're 
con­ 
cerned with the health 
and 
well-being of state employes." 
Cummings, a St. Louis busi­ 
nessman who was appointed to 
the job in March, 1962 by Gov. 
John Dalton and reappointed by 
Gov. Warren E. Hearnes, says 
the greatest problem facing his 
division 
is that 
of deciding 
where to put their manpower 
to work. 
Last year the division made 
some 17,692 inspections of 
places employing four or more 
people; the total number of such 
operations needing inspections 
may total 60,000--“ and that's 
just a guess," the Director said. 
“ We don't have enough men and 
can't cover the state the way 
we should, Cummings said. Yet, 
since 
his tenure 
began, in­ 
spection figures speak for the 
efforts of the division. The 1964 
total 
number 
of inspections, 
17,692, was carried out by the 
sam e number of employes that 
completed 7,584 inspections in 
1960 and 8,484 in 1961. 
In theory, the more inspec­ 
tions made, the less injuries 
and deaths of state workers. 
Since 1963, when the division 
began concentrating its efforts 
in manufacturing 
plants, 
the

Rome And The 
American Labor Union 


By Rev. John E. Coogan, S J . 


QUESTION: But have not some 
of the clerical champions 
of 
labor 
unions 
contended that 
Pope John, In his Mater 
et 
Magistra, has equated 
our 
neutral or secular unions with 
unions that are really Catho­ 
lic? 
A few clerics have Indeed 
gone that far in their labor 
union partisanship. But 
the 
passage in the encyclical need 
only be read carefully to dis­ 
prove that secularising inter­ 
pretation. The document 
had 
just 
paid tribute to thorough­ 
ly Christian labor unions found 
in various parts of the world. 
Then the text continues, “ And 
we wish also to praise paternal­ 
ly those dear sons of ours who, 
imbued 
with 
Christian 
principles, give their special 
attention to other labor as­ 
sociations and those groups of 
workingmen that follow 
the 
laws of nature and respect the 
religious and moral liberty of 
individuals.” Doesn't that make 
It evident that the papal praise 
is given, not to the “ labor as­ 
sociations" themselves, but to 
individual apostolic Catholics 
(“ those dear sons of ours") 
working for the elevation of the 
unions? The text does not even 
show that the approved - of in- 


lviduals are members of the 
abor associations. Moreover, 
mr secular unions • in which 
the atheistic and agnostic are 
quite at home-do not “ follow 
the laws of nature." 
Belief 
in a natural law implies be­ 
lief in a natural Law Giver— 
a Divine Creator, concerned 
about human conduct. But our 
American labor unions make 
no 
pretense of requiring such 
a religious commitment. 
QUESTION: What then do you 
think is the correct Catholic 
attitude towards our secular 
unions? Do you mean 
that 
Catholics should avoid them and 
form unions of their own? 
Not at all. In the United States 
it would seem that no unions 
other than secular are possible. 
Secular unions are essentially 
inadequate, but they are better 
than no unions. The question of 
joining them or not will depend 
upon circumstances, upon the 
welfare of the individual—par­ 
ticularly his moral welfare— 
and the common good. 
John 
XXIII has said some helpful 
things about the relationship of 
the Catholic to such unions. I 
want 
to comment 
upon that 
somewhat later in our inter­ 
view.

DIFFICULT PREGNANCY CAN 
AFFECT MOTHERS’ 
ATTITUDES 
A mother who experiences a 
difficult pregnancy and delivery 
may have quite a different rela­ 
tionship with that child than with 
his sisters or brothers borne 
more easily. 
This is the conclusion of Dr. 
Leon Tec, medical director of 
the M id-Fairfield Child Guid­ 
ance Center, Norwalk, Conn. 
He bases this conclusion on 12 
years’ observation of more than 
100 mothers who brought their 
children to the clinic and pri­ 
vate practice for psychiatric 
evaluation and treatment. 
Mothers of these youngsters, 
says Dr. Tec, seem to have less 
patience with them, losing their 
tempers more frequently than 
with their other children. Feel­ 
ings of guilt and hostility create 
“ a special bond between the 


mother and child, a bond un­ 
fortunately 
destructive 
to 
both,” reports the physician. 
Believing they should give more 
of themselves to this child, the 
mothers 
foster 
dependency; 
lack of independence. 
He points out that the children 
were brought to his clinic be­ 
cause their innate difficulties 
had given rise to psychiatric 
problems. These were com­ 
plicated by maternal attitudes, 
but were not caused by these 
attitudes. Nonetheless, he says, 
“ Factors of guilt, irritation, 
and 
destructive dependency” 
seemed strikingly in evidence 
in the mother’s relation to the 
child. 
“ The 
hostile 
dependency," 
says Dr. Tec, “ can be modified 
by therapy of both mother and 
child.”

November 7, 1919 
When I was a boy Glasgow 
was twice as big a town as 
Kansas City, and more busi­ 
ness was done there. Centralla 
had never been thought of and 
was not until after many years. 
Sturgeon was a bald prairie and 
no one thought of building a town 
there. There was a town known 
as Buena Vista near by, where 
drinking and fighting were the 
principal 
occupations of the 
people who congregated there. 
Moberly was not yet born, but 
was a lonesome, flat prairie 
with not a house where Mo­ 
berly now stands.

I do not 
recall that I ever saw a farm er 
wearing one. They had too much 
sense and not enough cash. 
When I was a boy I think I 
never heard of a cemetery in 
the country. We had “ grave 
yards" where the dead were 
buried, generally a neighbor­ 
hood grave yard, but you never 
had to buy a lot in any of them. 
Some were on farm s, some were 
at churches, and some times a 
man was burled on his own 
prem ises. I remember that one 
of the most prominent men in 
Howard county, a man who rep­ 
resented the county in the legis­ 
lature, was buried in the com er 
of his own yard. I remember 
three burying grounds where a 
number were buried 70 years 
ago that have been plowed over 
and forgotten many years ago. 
I know of another one where all 
of a large well-to-do family 
were burled on the home place 
in the orchard and that time has 


removed all trace of the graves. 
We take better care of the dead 
now than people did years ago. 
When I was still a boy or a 
grown up youth I witnessed the 
hanging of a man named Chap­ 
man at Fayette, not far from the 
public school building in that 
town. Chapman was hung for the 
murder of a man in Boone coun­ 
ty, and was tried at Fayette on 
circum stantial evidence alone, 
but it was very strong. My uncle, 
Boyd McCrary, was sheriff and 
collector at that time. So I got - 
a place close up to the hanging. 
There were thousands of men, 
women, and children present to 
see the execution, and when the • 
trap was sprung and the man 
dropped through the trap a num­ 
ber of women fainted. For a year 
afterward, I could see Chapman 
hanging by the neck every time 
I closed my eyes. I never want 
to see another hanging. Years 
after that I was talking to a law­ 
yer in his office in Carrollton, 
when he told me that a man had 
died in prison and had confessed 
that he had killed the man for 
whose murder Chapman 
had 
been hung. 
When I was a boy there were 
but two banks in my county, 
one at Glasgow headed by Wes­ 
ton F. Burch, one at Fayette 
whose cashier was a man named 
Boone. I had never seen a bank 
check until after I was grown 
and m arried. People 
in the 
country never used checks for 
paying anything in those days, 
but when they bought anything 
they paid for it in real money. 
Farm ers kept their money at 
home whether it was much or 
little, having no fear or thought 
of thieves, though my grand­ 
father was robbed of $500 in 
gold one night. That was the only 
case of robbery I ever heard of 
when I was a boy. Say, if farm ­ 
e rs were to keep their money at 
home like their daddies did they! 
would all be cleaned out before 
you could say Jack Robinson. I 
believe people generally were 
more honest then than now, but j 
people are more intelligent now 
than their daddies and grand- 
daddies were. 
When I was a boy I saw things 
that are almost unbelieveable in 
these days of automobiles and 
flying machines, electricity and 
movie shows. While people away 
back in the past had a hard 
way of serving the Lord, they 
enjoyed life and were better 
contented than are our own 
good people of today. I have seen 
fam ilies of nice, good people, 


men, women and children all 
riding in an old fashioned wagon 
going to preaching and the wagon 
was pulled by a scrubby yoke 
of oxen, for you know improved 
cattle had not yet arrived in our 
part of the world, and in that 
wagon sometimes would be one 
or two as beautiful girls as 
could be found anywhere, all 
dressed in nice dresses 
and 
wearing home made sun-bon­ 
nets. And they were good girls, 
too. I never heard of but one 
girl going astray when I was 
a boy. In the good old days the 
preacher hoped it wouldn’t rain, 
so people could get to church. 
Nowadays they welcome a rain, 
thinking a few might come to 
church, who would go joy riding 
except for the rain.
